When repairing ARC-27's in the Navy, I didn't have access to a tube tester. 
If the receiver or transmitter wouldn't meet test requirements, I started 
swapping tubes until I found the weaklings. I feel to this day that if I 
had a tube tester I would have had lower production and no better delivered 
(to the flight line) reliability. Something to think about before getting 
overwrought about tube testers.

That's what I did when I was in the TV service biz. If out at a customer's 
house, just swapped tubes til the problem was fixed. In the shop, we did 
use the Hickok tester about half the time. 


For my stuff, If a tube reads at least half the listed transconductance, I 
use it. If it's between about 1/4 and 1/2 the chart value, I save it and 
mark the box as "WEAK". One thing the tube tester does well is show 
shorts, and those get pitched out immediately.

Mike, 


I recently refurbished a DX100 that I picked up for $50 at Alltronics in 
San Jose. I tested and replaced all weak tubes. There were two 
connections that needed soldering. Major dust removal and screw 
tightening was next. I get at least 100 Watts on all bands from 160 to 10 
meters. The monitor scope shows 100% modulation with my D-104 with the 
gain set 1/2 way. Initially, I tested the audio amps by puttin an audio 
signal at 1 kHz into the mike jack and used an o-scope to 
trace the audio signals. This technique located an open solder connection 
that was easily fixed. 

As far as mods go, the table in the back of Chuck Penson's book on 
Heathkit radios lists all the articles on upgrades to the DX-100. I have 
not put any audio mods in my DX-100 but I do have the T/R relay additions.

> for $25. What an anchor, all 100 lbs of it. No wonder it was called the 
> DX100 ! I downloaded a manual from bama and printed out the schematic. 


Was I surprised when it powered up and actually produced a carrier at 80 
meters. I was more surprised when I got a 100 watt bulb dummy antenna 
glowing (at about 50% brightness). I just had to try a microphone and 
it showed some amount of modulation, but it was not fully modulated. I 
used a D-104 but the gain seemed low. Now for the questions: 


1. Are there any likely candidates for low mic gain? I see some black 
beauty and other moulded caps. Should they all be replaced? What about 


carbon comp. resistors gaining in value? 


2. The manual does not have any voltage values. Does anyone have a 
voltage list? 


3. I recall that there are some mods to the audio chain to improve 
fidelity, etc. Can anyone point them to me, please? 


I think getting to the low level audio stages will be a bear.

I have finally picked up the other set. It is a 830/5 model, and it seems 
very similar to the /7. I have noted that most mods in the /7 unit (the one 
I would like to restore) were made to the EXTERNAL SUPPLIES connector 
wiring... In fact, in the /7 unit, that socket has no wires going to it but 
in the /5, there are lots of wires, some of the clearly rewired in the /7. 
I guess that you need a connector with jumpers there to get the receiver 
working, am I right?. If so, the mods in the /7 could be done just to 
overcome this 'limitation'. Live to see :-(! 


There are also some mods in an IF tube wiring and in other zones, apart of 
the missing AVC/NB wafer (which I plan to replace), so I am in need of the 
schematics to get things right. An scanned copy would be just fine to start 
troubleshooting. I think other 830 models schematics would be fine enough, 


as most wiring changes are just in power supply wires. 
Also, could you tell me where I can connect an speaker to the set?

Too Late! I found one of these kits under a table at an antique radio swap 
meet a couple of years back. Had all the parts except for the resistance 
line cord. Original owner had mounted a couple of the tube sockets to the 
chassis but had never mounted any other parts or applied solder. You're 
right about the caps. The thinnest waxed paper caps I had ever seen that 
were rated at 200 volts. The off-brand tubes looked like factory seconds. 
One of the tubes had a bit of glass rolling around inside the envelope but 
tested fine of course. The manual shows the resistance line cord directly 
feeding the tube filaments regardless of whether the circuit called for 
one, two, or all three tubes in series. 


I have a copy of an ad from the October 1947 Radio News. Price was 
$14.75. "The 36 page book written by Expert Radio Instructors teaches you 
to build radios in a professional manner. You will learn to wire and 
solder like an expert. You start with a 1-tube receiver. Before you are 
done with this kit, you will have built 11 Receivers, 1 Public Address 
system and 3 Transmitters." "Special Free Offer! Electrical and Radio 
Tester with each Progressive Radio Kit." "PLUS membership in Progressive 
Radio Club. Entitles you to free expert advice and consultation service 
with licensed radio technicians." 


I had been intrigued by such advertising in my impressionable youth. An ad 
from the March 1951 Radio News, still well before my time: "Build 15 
radios at Home with the new improved 1951 Progressive Radio Edu-Kit". 
Further down the column, it says "Altogether you will build 15 radios 
including Receivers, Amplifiers, and Transmitters". "Free extras in 1951; 
Electrical and Radio Tester, Book on Television, Radio Trouble-Shooting 
Guide, Membership in Radio Television Club, Consultation Service, Quizzes, 
Electric Soldering Iron". Wow! Almost enough to make me plunk down the 
$19.95. 


Glad I spent my hard-earned $29.95 on a Heathkit AR-3 instead. Learned a 
lot from the manual on how that radio worked. Parents gave me the optional 
$5 cabinet for Christmas. 


As far as working with hot-chassis radios, this was fairly common in that 
era. Popular magazines had lots of such circuits. I recently repaired a 
National Schools radio built as part of their electronics course. (Ad and 
picture also found in that March 1951 Radio News). It is actually a decent 
performing set with AM-SW and an RF stage. One side of the power line is 
switched directly to the very hot chassis.

Can't speak for others, but we put the used tubes back in the caddy for 
3 reasons: 


1) so the customer would not have to dispose of them. 

2) so when we got back to the shop, we knew what stock we had used and 
could easily replace them with new ones before we went back out in the 
field. 

3) to keep the cabby compartment filled (act as padding) and so the others 
would not shift around. 


#2 was certainly the most important reason. We never put used tubes in a 
customer's set. And if we were going to be out on quite a few calls 
without coming back to the shop, we had an additional box of the most 
common ones in the vehicle in case we used them all in the caddy.

I wonder what the plans 
were for the used ones, or was it just the common hoarding 
instinct? As for saving the customer the work of throwing the 
tube out, well...... unless it was a 4x50000, it probably would 
not be too much work to carry it to the garbage bag. Some 
service companies, if i recall, left the replaced parts for the 
customer, as one proof they really did pay for something. I'm 
not saying by any means that questionable or marginal tubes 


should have been left in. Nothing destroys profit and customer 
goodwill like callbacks.

Hard to tell - I just know we tossed out used tubes, with one 
exception: For bench testing a set with a problem that had destructive 
tendencies (rather than probably blow a new tube) until the real 
problem was fixed. 


> Some service companies, if i recall, left the replaced parts for the 
> customer, as one proof they really did pay for something. 


We saved the old parts if the set was fixed in the shop and offered them 
to the customer if they wanted them (very few did), where on-site the 
customer saw what was replaced. Since our parts and labor were warranteed, 
we gave the customer a detailed/dated receipt. 


The only stuff that got reused were the speakers that we reconed.
